_ DIES IN FAI. 


Frank Oxye Loses Control of 
His Aeroplane, 


Friends Witness Tragedy at 
Griffith Park. 


Was Ready to Enter His 


Frank Ouye, Japanese 
who had witnessed the deaths of 
five other aviators in air tragedies of 
the past, experienced the destiny of 
his friends when his machine cap- 
sized while flying 100 feet above 
Griffith Park yesterday. He dropped 
like a hit quall, and was found un- 
conscious beneath the debris of his 
aeroplane. An hour later he died 
in a Tropico hospital. 

Several months ago, Ouye quall- 
fied as a licensed aviator, and was 
intent on perfecting his technique 
before returning to Japan to take a 
prominent office in the aviation bu- 


reau of the War Department. He
